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U.S. plans 'civilian' advisers in Viet

SAIGON 
UP) —While preparing to withdraw its mili- 


tary forces under peace agreement, the United States is 
making plans to substitute civilian advisers for Ameri- 
can troops, U.S. military sources said Friday. 


The draft agreement, negotiated but still unsigned 


by Washington and Hanoi, calls for the withdrawal of all 
U.S. forces from Vietnam within 60 days of a cease-fire. 
There is no known provision regarding U.S. civilians. 


The sources said the United States secretly plans to 


take advantage of the loophole by contracting, with civil- 
ian fens to carry out the military advisory function. 


A number of private companies already are operat- 


ing in Vietnam. Several now specialize in supply and

maintenance. They could simply .expand.their current 
projects, the sources said. 


The scope of the program isn't known, but inform- 


ants said the framework would be similar to that in 
Laos, where the United States has been fighting a so- 
called secret war for 10 yeans while barred from overt 


-military participation by the 1962 Geneva agreements. . 


One private firm in Laos, Air America, flies supply 


and even combat missions under contract to the U.S. 
government. It has been linked to Centsal Intelligence 
Agency operations! Air America also operates in Viet- 
nam. 


The U.S. Embassy in Vientiane has more than 200 


military attaches, most of whom fly support missions for 
the royal Lao forces. The U.S. Agency for International 
Development's requirements office is staffed largely by 
former military personnel who funnel arms and supplies 
to the CIA backed army of Meo hill tribesmen. 


Civilian advisory programs aren't new in Vietnam, 


either. In 1959, six years before the big American troop 
buildup began, the U.S. Militairy Assistance and Advi- 
sory Group had a branch known as the Temporary 


Equipment Recovery Mission. 


The mission hired civilian contractors to advise the 


South Vietnamese army in such fields as engineering, 
ordnance and communications. 


In recent days the English language Saigon Post has 


carried want ads placed by Lear Siegler Inc. and an uni- 
dentified "major U.S. invited contractor," seeking appli- 
cations for dozens of technical jobs. 


Both firms report job openings for armament spe- 


cialists. And Lear Siegler is looking for helicopter, fixed 
wing and jet engine mechanics as well as aircraft crew 
chiefs.

had offered to end the war 
contained almost the same

"And now someone must 


answer for toe cruel politi- 
cal deception of these past 
several weeks," McGovern 
said. 


He accused the Presi- 


dent of lying about Mc- 


Govern's proposals to close 
tax 
loopholes 
and 
to 


change the welfare sys- 
tem. 


"I am tired of'answering 


the same old lies," Mc- 
Govern said. 


Specifically, he said the 


"lies" are that his tax pro- 
gram would increase fed- 
eral taxes 50 per cent, that 
it would increase the taxes 
of working people and or- 
dinary citizens and that his 
economic programs would 
put half the country on 
welfare. 


McGovern said Nixon is 


afraid to raise these mat- 
ters in face to face debate.

"What is left to be done 


is to work out some details 
on which there are some 
differences," he said. 


"We will work them out.

what is most important 
is we're going to end this 
war in a way that will 
bring lasting peace in the 
years to come." 


Nixon spoke, standing on 


the steps of his gleaming 
white, silver and blue pres- 
idential jetliner, at an air- 
port rally here shortly af-

his opponent, Sen.

CBS technicians walk out 


NEW 
YORK (AP) — 


Television 
cameramen, 


technicians and engineers 
struck the C o l u m b i a 
Broadcasting System Fri- 
day after failing to reach 
agreement with CBS on a 
new three-year contract. 


The strike came amid 


the network's final prepa- 
rations for coverage of 
Tuesday night's presiden- 
tial 
election. Those in- 


volved in the walkout also 
^service the computers with 
which CBS plans to project 
tlie winners of the presi- 
dential and other major 
races. 


CBS said it would contin- 


ue broadcasting with su- 
pervisory 
and 
manage- 


ment personnel. The walk- 
out began shortly after 4 
p.m. EST. 


The striking CBS em- 


ployes are members of the 
Radio and T e l e v i s i o n 
Broadcast Engineers Un- 
ion, International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Work- 
ers. It's their first strike 
against CBS since 1958, a - 
union spokesman said. He 
said the union had 1,200 
members at CBS. 


The 
walkout 
affects 


CBS-owned radio and tele- 
vision stations here and in 
Boston, PhUadelphia, Chi- 


cago, St. Louis, Mo., Los 
Angeles and San Francis- 
co. 


It wasn't Immediately 


known how many mem- 
bers of the American Fed- 
eration of Television and 
Radio Artists 
(AFTRA) 


were honoring the IBEW 
picket lines.

The union's former con- 


tract with CBS expired 
Oct. 1. It was continued on 
a day to day basis in 
Washington, D.C., where 
union and management ne- 
gotiators tried to hammer 
out a new agreement. 


The first immediate ef- 


fect of the walkout was to 
force CBS to cancel two of 
the seven National Foot- 
ball League games it tele- 
vises each Sunday on a 
regional basis during ihe 
football season. 


The games — Dallas at 


San Diego and St. Louis at 
Philadelphia — "were re- 
turned to the league," ac- 


cording to a CBS spokes- 
man who said the NFL 
was making arrangements 
to broadcast those games 
in Dallas and St. Louis on 
other stations in the two< 
cities.

GM strike may mire industry

SAGIXAW, Mich. — United Auto 


Workers members at a 
steering-gear 


plant owned by General Motors Corp. 
walked off their jobs Friday evening, a 
move which could cripple a major por- 
tion of the auto industry. UAW Local 699, 
representing 7,000 workers, had called a 
temporary halt to the proposed walkout 
Thursday evening, but failure to come to 
agreements over work speedup 
and 


health and safety factors brought the 
strike. The strike could paralyze not only 
GM production, but could hobble produc- 
tion for other major builders of vehicles. 
The plant makes and sells parts for Ford 
Motor Co., Chrysler Corp., American Mo- 
tors Corp. and International Harvester, 
as well as other makers of heavy-duty 
equipment. 


3 die in shoolout 


LAKE WALES, Fla. — Three robbers 


were shot to death and two others cap- 
tured Friday evening when police abort- 
ed a supermarket robbery here, police 
said. 
Officers said the holdup was 


thwarted after a supermarket employe 
topped a silent burglar alarm that went 
off in the Lake Wales police station, less 
than a mile away.

parently helped touch off the Grambling 
outbreak which resulted in 25 arrests and 
destruction to dormitory furniture and 
windows.

A substantial 
expansion of U.S.-Polish trade was at 
stake. 


Russ natural gas deal 
HOUSTON- Three Houston firms an- 


nounced Friday they expect to conclude 
within 60 days an agreement with Russia 
for the importation of 2 billion cubic feet 
daily of liquefied natural gas. The firms 
participating in the 25-year agreement 
are Texas Eastern Transmission Corp., 
Brown & Root Inc., and Tenneco Ind. No 
overall price and'cost figures were an- 
nounced, but earlier speculation had in- 
volved figures ranging from $30 to $45 
billion. 


Missile cuts asked 


WASHINGTON— The Federation of 


American Scientists Friday urged the 
U.S. and Russia to work for a reduction 
of nuclear missiles—rather than just a 
freeze at .present levels—in the second 
phase of their strategic arms negotia- 
tions. "The overkill now possessed by 
each side would remain lethal even if re- 
ductions were to take place that elimi- 
nated 95 per cent of what now exists," 
said the federation, a private organiza- 
tion of U.S. scientists which has opposed 
development of the antiballistic missile 
system in the past. 


4 indicted in mass killings 


CHICAGO — Four men described as 


being members of De Man Mau gang 
were indicted Friday on charges of mur- 
dering four members of a family in the 
wealthy suburb of Barrington Hills. The 
defendants were among nine men arrest- 
ed last month and linked to nine slay- 
ings. Authorities said they were mem- 
bers of an organization called De Mau 
Mau, which reportedly had its origins 
among black soldiers in Vietnam.

LONDON — Prime Minister Edward 


Heath conferred with his cabinet for 
nearly three hours Friday to map out 
compulsory wage and price controls to 
brake Britain's accelerating inflation. 
Heath summoned the emergency cabinet 
meeting after the breakdown of his anti- 
inflation talks with union and industry 
leaders Thursday night. Political sources 
said the cabinet was almost certain to 
approve mandatory restraints, which 
would represent an embarrassing turna- 
bout for Heath, who came to power in 
1970 by promising to solve Britain's eco- 
nomic problems by freeing business and 
labor from government controls. 


Chile strife deadline 


SANTIAGO — Chile's new minister 


of the interior, .Gen. Carlos Prats, Friday 
told leaders of a crippling 24-day strike 
by truck owners, shopkeeper , profes- 
sionals and middle-class workers that he 
was determined to return the country to 
normal by Monday. Strike leaders said 
they were ready to try to work out a sol- 
ution with Prats, one of three military 
men apponted Thursday by President 
Salvador All end e to head a new cabinet. 
The military appointments were seen as 
an effort to increase confidence in the 
socialist government. Allende ended his 
second year in office Friday.

The Liberals and 
Robert Stanfield's Conservatives fought 
to an apparent draw in Monday's Feder- 
al election, Trudeau said Thursday he 
would not resign but continue as prime 
minister, a course which will put his gov- 
ernment on the line of every major vote 
in parliament.

Sergeant asks Lavelle court-martial

The sergeant who ex- 


posed the illegal bombing 
of North Vietnam ordered 
by Gen. John Lavelle last 
winter asked the Defense 
Department F r i d a y to 
court-martial the general 
and 23 other Air Force 
men involved in the raids 
or their cover-up. 


Without ceremony or ad- 


vance notice, Air Force 
Sgt. Lonrfe Franks, 23, 
dropped by the Pentagon 
Friday evening and left a 
formal request for court- 
martial p r o c e e d i n g s 
against Lavelle, a four-star 
general who retired a few 
weeks ago after being re- 
lieved of his command of 
the 7th U.S. Air Force in 
Southeast Asia. 


"I'm filing because the 


Air Force is still trying to 
cover up the entire mat- 
ter," Franks said in an in- 
terview. "I'm disgusted 
and outraged by the injus- 
tice of it." 


Pentagon officials were 


caught 
o f f g u a r d 
by 


Franks' action, and were 
unable to provide the exact 
charges he was lodging 
against Lavelle and the oth- 
ers. The Uniform Code of 
Military Justice provides 
for any man in uniform to 
bring charges against any 
other man in uniform, re- 
gardless of rank. 


The charges are subject 


to review by high officials, 
in this case probably aides 
to the Air Force secretary, 
and may be 
dismissed 


without going to trial.

This should re- 
move any fresh sap without damaging the paint. For 
tougher spots, he suggested using kerosene, washed off 
immediately with a weak detergent, followed by a rinse. 
A spokesman for the E.I. Du Pont De Nemours and 
Co.'s car care division recommended a Du Pont product 
called Tar Remover 1511N, available at Pep Boys and 
Lucky auto supply stores, among others. "Tree sap is a 
little more difficult to remove from a car than tar, but 
this is the best we've got for the job," the spokesman 
said.

The reports, required un- 


der a federal disclosure 
law that went Into effect 
April 7, cover the period 
Oct 17-Oct. 26 and so 
do not reflect the addition- 
al millions being spent by 
both sides in a final .blitz 
during the last few days of 
the campaign. 


But the reports do show 


that Nixon and McGovern, 
In what appears to be a 


lopsided race this year, al- 
ready have spent $9 mil- 
lion more than the three 
major candidates did dur- 
ing, a tight presidential 
race four.years ago. 


About ¥44.2 million was 


reported spent on the 1968 
presidential election with

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


The United States may 
have sold wheat to Russia 
too cheaply Ihis summer, 
the General Accounting Of- 
fice (GAO) said Friday. 


The investigating agen- 


cy, an arm of Congress, 
said the Russians may 
have gotten a bargain be- 
cause the U.S. government 
paid higher subsidies than 
may have been necessary 
to private grain traders 
handling the deals. 


"There were indications 


that recent world market 
conditions suggested that 
the United States was in a 
preferred position as a 
supplier 
of wheat, and 


(the) Agriculture (depart- 
ment) may not have had to 
subsidize sales to the ex- 
tent (hat it did," the report 
said.

Plan denied 
by Pentagon 


WASHINGTON «B — The

port was the first pub- 
lished findings from a se-

mer. The FBI and justice 
department are probing 
other aspects of the deal 
including charges of possi- 
ble conflict of interest in- 
volving Agriculture De- 
partment and grain trade 
officials. 
Administration 


and trade spokesmen have 
denied the charges. 


WHEN wheat sales to 


Russia began last summer 
the report noted, the Agri- 
culture Department told 
private traders it would 
maintain its wheat export 
subsidies — which bridge 
the gap between domestic 
and export prices — at 
rates high enough to keep 
export prices at about 
$1.63 a bushel. Later, as 
news of the Russian sales 
forced domestic prices up, 
the export subsidy had to 
be increased to cover the 
increasing domestic-export 
price gap. 


Finally, after subsidies 


reached a peak of 47 cents 
a bushel in late August, 


they were discontinued. 
But the Russian sales of 
400 million bushels were 
complete by then, and sub- 
sidy payments on all sales 
— including those to Rus- 
sia — had reached $300 
million. 


Without specifically criti- 


cizing the way Agriculture 
officials analyzed intellig- 
ence on Russia, the GAO 
noted reports on Soviet 
crop troubles were begin- 
ning to come in as early 
as February. And while 
the department got no spe- 
cific estimates of the Sovi- 
et crop failure in later 
months, a "picture began 
to emerge" in reports 
from 
Russia and other 


• countries, the GAO said. 


The GAO report also was 


critical of the departme- 
net's failure to try to find 
out how much profits go to 
exporters receiving subsi- 
dy payments.

Several thousand people, 


including a sizeable and 
noisy band of detractors, 
were on hand to greet the 
President.

on repeated the themes 
thai have characterized his 
entire campaign and asked 
voters — Democrats and 
independents as well as 
Republicans — "to give us 
four more years to contin- 
ue the work we have start- 
ed." 


The Tulsa crowd enthu- 


siastically chanted "four 
more years" but Nixon 
was nearly drowned out by 


hecklers earlier at Chica- 
go.

Throughout the day Nix- 


on appealed to the voters 
to join his "new American 
majority," saying that to 
do otherwise would be vot- 
ing for the United States to 
abandon its position as the 
world leader.

check into Weisel's person- 
al life came on April 22, 
1969, at which time'Bug- 
liosi asked that an employ- 
ment check be made. At 
this time, the attorney told 
newsmen, Weisel was list- 
ed as a "suspect" in a 
criminal case. Weisel has 
never been a "suspect" in 
any case handled by the 
former deputy district at- 


, torney, Harwick said. 


The investigator, David 


F. Correa, verified the fact 
that he, at Bugliosi's re- 
quest, had made the check 
on Weisel, Harwiek said, 
noting that the documents 
could not be forged be- 
cause of serial numbers 
assigned as investigations 
are made. 


"To have forged this 


document," Harwick point- 
ed out, "would mean that 
over a four-year period 
they would have had to 


' leave out a number, so 


• that it could IM filled in 


four years later. That is 
impossible." 


THE attorneys said that 


lhe"<lelicate personal inci- 
dent" .that apparently trig- 
gered the harassment of 
Weisel took place in 1965. 
However, it was not until 
four years later that Bug- 
liosi began his telephone 
calls and • visits and re- 
quested the investigations. 


Weisel, 
who describes 


himself as a liberal Demo-, 
crat who campaigned for 
John F. Kennedy in 1960, 
told newsmen that four 
years after he left the milk 
route—which included Bug- 
liosi's home—lie began re- 
ceiving anonymous calls at 
his home and at work ask- 
ing that he release his 


work records while em- 
ployed at Arden Dairy. 


"The caller accused me 


of a very personal thing 
. . . which he discussed at 
length with my wife. About 
the same time strange 
cars were driving around 
o;ir 
block 
and parking 


across from our house al- 
most nightly. My wife and 
I 
both became 
anxious 


about the combination of 
calls and the cars ... we 
notified the school where 
OUT children went that no 
one but my wife and I 
were allowed to pick up 
the children." 


WEISEL says that the 


man, later identified as 
Bugliosi, had also called 
the milk company request- 
ing the records and contin- 
ued to harass him at work 
—both by telephone and in 
person—insisting 
on 
the 


records. 


Enlisting the aid of a 


friend, 
Rodney 
Farris, 


Weisel said he obtained the 
license number of the car 
driven by the at-that-time 
"mystery man" and gave 
it to his attorney, Bernard 
Echt, to trace ownership. 


Before 
the 
ownership 


records could be traced, 
however, Weisel said Bug- 
liosi's wife appeared at his 
home. 


"Both my wife and I got 


very angry with her, told 
her that he had been mak- 
ing our lives miserable, 
and that we had been 
scared 
about our 
chil- 


dren," Weisel told news- 
men. "She tried to apolo- 
gize for all the trouble her 
husband 
had- 
put 
us 


through." 


WEISEL said he later.in 


the day called his attorney 


who told him (hat Bugliosi 
and his wife had been to 
his office and had "offered 
to pay us $100 to drop the 
whole matter." The attor- 
ney suggested they accept 
the offer. 


Weisel said he was con- 


fused by his attorney's at- 
titude because only a few 
days earlier he had indi- 
cated he would sue. It was 
only at this lime did he 
learn the name of his mys- 
terious caller/visitor: Vin- 
cent Bugliosi. 


"We were pretty disgust- 


ed," Weisef said of his at- 
torney's decision, "but we 
were just plain tired of the 
harassment and heartache. 
We were mainly concerned 
with the safety of the chil- 
dren, so we decided to 
chalk it up as a bad expe- 
rience." He said he did 
not, however, accept the 
?100. 


The 48-year-old Weisel 


said it was not until he 
saw Bugliosi on television 
during the Manson trial 
that he learned he was a 
deputy district attorney. 


"WHEN I saw that Mr. 


Bugliosi was a serious con- 
tender for the district at- 
torney's job; my wife and 
I discussed tlu's and we 
felt as civic-minded citi- 
zens we should speak out. 
A man like this is not fit to 
hold public office." 


The three attorneys,told 


newsmen 
that 
although 


they initially had the state- 
ments from the Weiseis 
and Karris, they felt it was 
not sufficient. 


"We learned the press 


had 
further 
information 


concerning the fact that 
Mr. Bugliosi used the dis- 
trict attorney's investiga- 


tive bureau to get Weisel's 
unlisted phone number and 
b u s i n e s s address. We 
checked, and it is so," 
Harwick says. 


In checking thoroughly 


into Weisel's story, the at- 
torney said he verified a 
caution note put on the 
school records of Weisel's 
children, warning that they 
be "released only to par- 
ents."

said a third attorney, Ber-

Winsberg,

"Winsberg said he heard 


the conversation in which 
Bugliosi admitted harass- 
ing Weisel . . . had admit- 
ted making the phone calls 
to Weisel and visiting Wei- 
sel on a 'delicate personal 
matter' . . . and did offer 
the 
$100," the attorney 


said. 


Echt, however, refused 


to talk about the case, 
Harwick said.

The Chinese Communist

Hanoi and Washington to

Sources said their roles would 
be expanded in a total U.S. military pullout. 


One case cited involves 30 big C130 Hercules trans- 


ports being rushed to Vietnam from Air Force reserve 
and Air National Guard units in the United States in an 
effort to beef up Saigon's Air Force before a cease-fire. 


The draft agreement stipulates that after a cease 


fire the United States can only replace existing military 
equipment on a one for one basis under international su- 
pervision. 


The South Vietnamese have no flight crews or 


ground personnel trained to handle the $3 million planes. 
Sources said the United States wanted to get the aircraft 
into the Vietnamese air force inventory before a cease- 
fire would cut off new shipments. 


The sources said the training of C139 pilots and 


maintenance men will be handled by civilian contract 
firms supported by the U.S. Air Force Advisory Group. 
If a peace agreement is signed before the training is 
completed, the sources added, the civilian contractors 
will take over the entire program. 


Informants in Saigon hinted at the scope of the pre 


peace military buildup under way. 


Sources said several hundred armored vehicles — 


perhaps as many as 500 tanks and armored personnel 
carriers — are being flown to South Vietnam aboard 
giant transports from the United States. The shipments 
also include A37 attack bombers and CH47 Chinook heli- 
copters.

Warned on breast operation 


mposium told proper cancer surgery 
Syi

The philosophy of. attempting to preserve breast tis- 


sue for cosmetic reasons in cancer surgery will lead to 
unnecessary loss of human life, a Long Beach cancer 
surgeon said at a medical meeting Friday. 


Dr. Emory S. Moore, speaking at a cancer sympos- 


ium aboard the Queen Mary, argued against a breast- 
cancer operation known as "lumpectomy" — removal of 
the tumor only followed by radiation treatment. 


In one such series of operations, he said, only one of 


28 patients survived 10 years. 


On the other hand, 51 per cent of 75 women who un- 


derwent an operation called radical mastectomy still 
were alive 10 years after treatment, Moore said. 


Radical mastectomy is amputation of the cancerous 


breast plus wide excision of the pectoral muscles and 
nearby lymph nodes. 


"CANCER IS MUCH MORE aggressive than most 


people think," Moore asserted. "It is a wild beast." 


(Breast-cancer surgery is one of the most controver- 


sial Issues in medicine today, and the Independent, 
Press-Telegram's Lifestyle section begins an in-depth 
series on the topic within the next few days.) 


Friday's cancer symposium, which drew more than 


.300 paramedical personnel, was sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society and a group known as Associated 
Hospitals of Long Beach for Continuing Education. The 
latter is an affiliation of Long Beach Community, Pacif- 
ic, Memorial and St. Mary's hospitals. 


Another speaker, Dr. Benjamin Crue, neurosurgeon 


at City of Hope National Medical Center, Duarte, de- 
' scribed a relatively new way of curbing chronic cancer 
pain without using drugs or performing surgery. . 


; . Called transcutaneoug dorsal cord stimulation, the 
method involves transmitting a small amount of electri- 


acal energy through the skin into the spinal cord area. It 
has been tried on 55 patients at City of Hope to date, he 
disclosed. 


"TROUBLE IS, it doesn't work every time," he said. 
He told of another operation — percutaneous cordo- 


tomy — in wlu'ch the surgeon burns a hole in the cord 
area, to trade numbness for pain. He said 47 such opera- 
tions have been done at City of Hope. 


These operations are reserved for "end-of-the-road 


patients" — those who are dying — and this poses a 
problem, he continued. 


Such an operation involves consent of the patient. 


Tills means the patient must be told why he is being 
operated on. 


In other words, he said, the patient learns that the 


surgeon is operating to curb his pain — not to cure his 
cancer. 


There's an old saying in hospitals, that goes some- 


thing like this, he said: Things must be getting mighty 
grim/They're calling the neurosurgeon in. 


To the cancer patient, the matter of obtaining in- 


formed consent may convey the impression that the doc- 
tors have given up in the fight against the cancer itself. 


Claude L. Farris, who is both a psychologist and a 


clergyman; said that most persons have difficulty in 
talking with the dying cancer patient because they don't 
want to face their own fears and anxieties about death. 


"You learn about death from .the dying, not the liv- 


ing," Farris said. 


More than 70 hospitals in the United States have 


come to realize this and are currently holding seminars 
for their medical and paramedical personnel on the mat- 
ter of death. At such meetings, the dying patient relays 
ills thoughts to others; 


"THE ESSENTIAL thing is to create an atmosphere 


of open communication," Farris said. "Don't play 'I've 
Got a Secret' with a' dying person." 


The dying person, he said, is faced with a series of 


losses — loss of physical power, loss of fulure plans, ina- 
bility to produce and provide and, eventually, isolation 
from those around him. 


In a study of 1,000 attempted suicides, Farris said he 


learned that the No. 1 factor leading these persons to try 
lo kill themselves was "not wanting to live in isolation." 


If a dying patient is encouraged to talk about it, he 


won't experience extreme loneliness, Karris noted. Mrs. 
Darlene Chauvin, R. N., a nurse at City of Hope, said 
that the nurse must broaden her understanding of pain if 
she is to give the maximum amount of aid to (he pa- 
tient. 


The nurse must learn to realize that there are cul- 


tural differences in which persons accept pain. 


A quiet patient may be ignored, with the nurse infer- 


ring that the patient is in no pain. At the other extreme, 
the noisy, complaining patient may also be ignored, with 
the nurse regarding him as childish or as a person who 
is overreacting. 


LeRoy Ezaki, a City of Hope pharmacist assigned to 


the cancer surgery service, said that pain may have a 
strong psychological component. 


IN ONE STUDY, he said, 70 ]x>r cenl of patients ob- 


tained relief from chronic pain when they took a placebo 
— a dummy drug. 


Ezaki said there are a number of drugs that beef up 


the action of narcotic pain-killers. Some of them, he 
said, are Thorazine, Phcnergan, Atarax, Vistaril, Triavil 
and Valium. In some instances, when such drugs are 
given, the amount of narcotics can be reduced. 


Or. Russell R. Sherwin, Hastings professor of pathol- 


ogy at USC school of medicine, .said that greater re- 
search into cells is needed if cancer is to be conquered. 


The human body, he said, is a "society of cells, and 


we need to research these cells."

make up for flunked cours- 
es. 


—Help students get good 


concepts 
of 
themselves 


through academic achiev- 
ment 
and 
education in 


their cultural heritage. (By 
their own request, students 
won't be limited to just 
Mexican culture, but will 
study other ethnic back- 
grounds as well, adminis- 
trators say.) 


To help make academic • 


gains, a social studies 
teacher, English teacher, 
and math teacher at each 
of the three high schools 
involved (Excelsior, Nor- 
walk and Glenn) spend 
three hours each day in- 
structing students in the 
project. 


At each school there's 


also a liaison man to over- 
see the project, help teach- 


ers with curriculum and 
counsel students about per- 
sonal problems. 


An example of the sort 


of counseling involved is 
the case of a boy who was 
about to drop out of school 
because he didn't have 
gym clothes and tennis 
,shoes. 


Luna talked to the boy, 


learned why he was drop- 
ping out, and told him

provide the 


clothes. 


A large part of the coun- 


seling, Luna says, Is "get- 
ting out, talking with par-

To involve students with

Team teaching is also

A small valve that can 


be attached to respiratory 
machines is saving the 
lives of patients with se- 
vere breathing distress at 
Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center of Long Beach. 


Dr. Jeffrey Riker, chief 


of the pulmonary function 
laboratory 
at 
Memorial 


and medical director of the 
inhalation therapy depart- 
ment, said the new valve 
allows breathing devices to 
apply positive pressure to 


the 
p a t ie n t's 
lungs 


throughout the respiratory 
cycle. 


"Continuous p o s i t i ve 


pressure during the respir- 
atory cycle.keeps the pa- 
tient's lungs inflated at a 
higher lung volume, open- 
ing airways that would 
otherwise collapse," Hiker 
explained. 


The 
device has been 


nicknamed PEEP — for 
"positive end expiratory 
pressure." It is used when 


a patient is not breathing 
spontaneously. 


It differs from another 


apparatus known as Capri- 
corn, which is used at 
Memorial when the patient 
is breathing on his own. 
Tills instrument also ap- 
plies 
continuous positive 


pressure inside the lungs. 


Hiker noted that respira- 


tory distress syndrome — 
or shock lung as it is 
sometimes called — was 
almost uniformly fatal be- 


fore the application of the 
valve's continuous positive 
pressure breathing. 


The device is also useful 


in treating hyaline mem- 
brane disease, the leading 
cause of death in prema- 
ture infante, Riker said. 
This is a disorder that pre- 
vents 
adequate 
oxygen 


from reaching the blood- 
stream.

No doubt you have noticed Callistemon lanceolatus,, 


tlie scarlet flowered bottle brush plant that is hardy, 
drought-resistant and sun loving, that mass flowered in 
late spring. It did it again in late summer and into fall, 
but bloomed sparsely. 


Little do some gardeners realize that they would 


have had masses of blooms again the second time had 
they cut back the branches just below the faded flowers, 
and fertUized-the plant. 


Gardeners should fertilize the September-October 


planted annuals such as delphiniums, snapdragons, cal- 
endula, Iceland poppy, stock, pansies, violas, cinerarias, 
primula, and English daisies, for better growth and 
more flowers. Watch for winter aphids on those plants! 
Particularly on new gnvth. Undisturbed aphids stunt 
the stock plant growth, hence shorter plants with inferi- 
or blossoms. (Just in passing, overgrown stock in pony 
pack or flat, set out in the garden, too usually grow 
shorter with much smaller flowers. Gardener should se- 
lect the youngest plants, and try for least root disturb- 
ance when taking them out of the flat. 


A knowledgeable gardener never cuts the soil into 


squares of each plant from the flat or pony pack. In- 
stead, he carefully breaks the soil and separates the root 
balls into irregular shape squares, having better root 
system on the plants. 


CONTINUING ON aphids, snapdragons, pansies, vio- 


las too are susceptible to these damaging pests. Cinerar- 
ias are the most tempting to aphids because the leaves 
are succulent, soft, and easier for the pests to get at the 
leaf sap. Gardeners sometimes are fooled and think the 
limp leaves are due to lack of moisture, even though soil 
is watered well. The convention of aphids undiscovered 
on the rough under-side of cineraria leafage almost de- 
hydrate the leaves. Gardener should periodically inspect 
underside of the leaves before the aphids set up house- 
keeping. Better check the primrose, too! Insecticide 
spray if any pests are discovered. 


Gardener can cut down on wilted pansy or viola loss 


by being sure the little crowns (where the prostrate-like 
cover the crown if the soil is smothering some of the 
plants. 


All above mentioned plants should be planted if the 


gardener wants some winter-spring flowers. 


BULBS, too, should be set out now. The low growers 


are grape hyacinths, freesias, sparaxis, tritonia. All of 
them can be left in the ground for several years, even 
though petunias or some other shallow-rooted summer 
annuals are growing in the same area. Daffodils, Dutch 
iris, ixias, and Dutch hyacinths the taller growing plants 
too can be left in the ground for several years. (Get 
those Tulip bulbs into the ground too!) The lower grow- 
ing blubs as well as the taller ones should be fed as they 
begin to bloom with a fertilizer containing minimal 
amount o£ nitrogen but more of phosphoric acid and po- 
tash. The latter two combined form a desirable nourish- 
ment as a flower-fruit fertilizer. 


Camellias are one of the most dependable of hard 


wood shrubs that provide flowers for about three 
months, during the late fall and winter months. 


Camellias that are undependable .bloomers or not at 


all could be due to one of several causes. Eureka strain 
camellias are very poor bloomers. Our pink perfection, 
with all the good care it g«ts, is somewhat of an unde- 
pendable flower producer. We're lucky to get about 45 
per cent blossoms that open. 


Other causes, even with the dependable flowering 


plants, could be due to erratic watering as the plants are 
setting their bloom buds; a lack of periodic showering 
during extremely dry-hot weather; lack of nourishment; 
or plants are not deeply watered enough.

be fertilized each month 
throughout the year? How 
often should it be deep wa- 
tered. Mrs. John S. Wat- 
kins, 4630 Virginia Road, 
Long Beach 90807. 


8 A. — Not knowing how 
old the tree Is, whether it 
is growing in the lawn or 
bare soil area, or whether 
your soil is coarse sandy, 
loamy or sticky clay, it in 
not easy for ine to tell you 
how deep to water it. How- 
ever, I'd fertilize the tree 
in March, Jnne, and early 
September. Roughly speak- 
ing, 
water it at about one 


month to six week Inter- 
vals if the soil Is hard 
clay, three week intervals 
In loamy soil, and every 10 
days 
to two weeks in 


coarse, sandy soil. Trees 
at least five years old 
should be irrigated four to 
five feet deep, three-year 
old trees two and one-half 
to three feet deep and 
younger ones to about IK 
inches. A tree growing in 
the lawn should be wa- 
tered deeply at the drip- 
line. 


Q. — Enclosed is a flow- 


er stem of my epidendrum 
orchid (purple). The steins 
dry out before the buds 
are formed. What is caus- 
ing this? My red, gold and 
flame colored plants do 
fine, nose S. Howard, 6233 
Emerald Cove Drive, Long 
Beach 90803. 


A. If a plant is planted 


too deep or if mulch-top- 
dressing 
smothers 
the 


branches this condition you 
describe could result. The 
soil might be too loose and 
though it gets the same 
watering, feeding and care 
it still isn't getting what 
the 
thriving 
ones arc. 


Check the plant and scrape 
off excess soil around the 
upright branches coming 
out of (he ground, firm the 
soil if it is too lose. The 


soil structure may differ 
over just a few feet and 
Ibis too, could be your 
problem.

Late this month, 
after such a deep water- 
ing, Scatter eight pounds of 
bone meal or flowerpower 
fruit power fertilizer from 
the trunk to two feet be- 
yond

around the tree. Spread a 
half-Inch layer of manure 
and water well. In the 
middle of March apply cit- 
rus food as recommended 
on the label. Be sure to 
soak the tree deeply a day 
or two before you feed.

youngest most ambitious and one of the most energet- 
ic competitors among the world's trading giants,

Puerto Rico has at-- 
traded the attention of commercial leaders the world- 
over. It is beckoning, bringing in the capital of indus- 
tries whose names are familiar in every corner of the 
world, importing the raw materials to supply their 
factories and laboratories, exporting finished products 
and components in hard competition with the most suc- 
cessful traders in the air and on the high seas. 


Rico,ris-!hS f£th m°5t important customer of 
the mainland United States. But it is extending' its 
operations, both as importer and exporter, in many 
.other directions as well. Its Economic Development 
Administration — a government agency established to 
promote and develop industry and tourism throughout 
the island — is opening a European office in London. 
The agency — nicknamed "Fomento" — already oper- 
ates offices in Los Angeles, New York, Chicago, 
Miami, Boston and other mainland cities as well as in 
Toronto, Can. There soon will be headquarters in 


This well, organized, well endowed and highly effi- 


cient organization is sparing no effort to help any 
investor to find his place in the Puerto Rican economy. 
Fomento plans, advises, researches, finds financing 
even builds and subsidizes for any industrialist or busi- 
nessman who seeks a place in this land so truly "rico." 


Here are the results: In 1950, the island's.gross 


product was $755 million; in 1960, it was $1.6 billion- in 
1970, it was $4.6 billion. Its work force increased from 
625,000 in I960 to 827,000 in 1970. Its average family in- 
come was $1,500 in 1950, increased to $3,079 on I960, 
and doubled in the next 10 years to $6,132 in 1970.

Pay raises, but poorer 


If you've been feeling economically poorer despite 


pay raises there's a good reason, Industry Week said 
this week. 


Inflation and hikes in taxes have gobbled up more 


than tiie wage and salary increases, hefty though some 
of them have been, a study by the magazine for man- 
agers reveals. 


Tax boosts, however, took more out of Americans' 


pockets than all oilier cost of living increases com- 
bined. 


Measured per capita (every man, woman, and 


child, wages and salaries in Ihe U.S. increased 8922 
from and including 1965 through 1971, but per capita 
cost of living and taxes jumped $1,$02, Industry Week 
found. The $1,102 consisted of increases of $525 in the 
cost of living and $577 in taxes. 


All taxes (including social insurance! paid in this 


country rose from $915 per capita in 1965 to $1,492 per 
capita in 1971, an increase of $577. or K'.l nef cent. This 
means that for every man, woman, and child in the U.S. 
the tax burden was $1,492 in 1971. Only some of these 
individuals had incomes, and with the tax burden borne 
by those who do. the load for each taxpayer was far 
greater than the $1,492, the business magazine explain- 
ed., 


Although taxes paid to the federal government con- 


tinued upward, the sharp increase was in stale and 
local government taxes. In the litfia-71 period, the 
federal tax take went up 59.9 per cent, bul stale and 
local government laxes leaped 105.2 per cent.

duced charge in the case. 


Hugh Jeffrey Ward, 30, 


of 
Palo 
Alto', pleaded 


guilty to theft of trade se- 
crets. Originally, he had 
been charged also with 
grand theft, had pleaded 
innocent last Nov. 22 and 
was to begin trial later 
this month. 


He entered the new plea 


before Alameda County Su- 
perior Court Judge Harold 
B. Hove after Charles Her- 
bert, deputy district attor- 
ney, agreed to drop a sec- 
ond count of grand theft 
"In th» interests of jus- 
tice." 


HOVE ordered Ward, 


who is free on $7,500 bond, 
to appear for sentencing 
on Nov. 27. He faces a pos- 
sible 1-lo-year state prison 
term or one year in county 
jail and a $5,000 fine. 


Ward, employed by the 


University Computing Co. 
of Palo Alto, was accused 
of using a special code and 
account number to steal a 
program worth $5,000 from 
the rival Information Sys- 
tems Design, Inc., of Oak- 
land. 


He was arrested on Feb. 


25, 1971, after police 
armed with a search war- 
rant said they found evi 
dence in his office that 
corresponded with the pro- 
gram stolen from ISO on 
Jan. 19 of that year. 


The program had been 


devised to print readouts 
for Aerojet General Corp. 
of Folsom, a firm that 
used ISD as its main sup- 
plier of computer services 
and UCC as a backup 
source. 


ISD OFFICIAtS testified 


during earlier proceedings 
that they discovered the 
theft when one o£ theit 
customers received some 
information it hadn't or- 
dered — and its own com- 
puter began spewing out 
data cards for no apparent 
reason. 


The firm sells computer 


services on a time basis to 
other companies which can 
use a telephone to gain ac- 
cess to its memory banks 
by identifying themselves 
with special codes and bill- 
ing numbers. 


During a pretrial hear- 


ing, defense counsel Spen- 
cer Strellis argued the pro- 
gram in question was not 
a trade secret because its 
code was- printed in a 
newsletter ISD sent to its 
customers. He also said 
ISD could have placed a 
high price on use of the 
program, "making it eco- 
nomically 
unfeasible for 


others to use it." 


In a civil trial that end- 


ed last August, a Santa 
Clara Superior Court jury 
awarded ?300,000 in puni-

damages to ISD against 
Ward and 
UCC.

(UP1) — Duffy Daugherty, 
recanting on his public in- 
tention to return in 1973, 
said Friday he is resigning 
as Michigan State's foot- 
bail coach at the end of 
the season. He insisted he 
was not "forced out," 


"I want to make it com- 


pletely clear I have been 
under no pressure 
from 


t h e 
administration," 


Daugherty told a hastily 
scheduled news conference 
on the eve of the Spartans' 
game against Purdue. 


"I- felt the time had 


come when it was no more 
fun," he said. "I kept 
thinking I could" turn the 


program around this year, 
but now I realize I can't." 


Daugherty, 57, is in his 


19th season as the Michi- 
gan State coach — serving 
longer in the job than any 
of his predecessors —but 
he.has been under heavy 
criticism in recent years. 


The Spartans, who were 


national champions in 1965 
and unbeaten and ranked 
second in 1966 when they 
played the famous 10-10 tie 
with Notre. Dame, have 
had just one winning sea-

— a 6-5 record in 1971.
